Franklin, vice president of the White 
Star line, that there were not sufficient 
lifeboats aboard the Titanic to care 
for the ship’s company at one time, 
were easily the features of the hear- 
ing.

Onel Roosevelt gains the nomination 
for president he will come to the south, 
he said today in an effort to win it 
over. He made a claim to the support 
of democrats as wel] as of republicans 
and said that he would embark upon 
a determined campaign to break up 
the “solid south.” 

“I have the right to the support of 
every heir to the Jacksonian democ- 
racy,” he said in his speech here. “I 
am fighting for the principles in which 
the great bulk of the people of the 
south belleve and they are kept away 
from me only b ya name. I am going 
to see to it that they are not kept 
away by a mere name. I shall fight 
so that they will vote the way they 
feel—and when 1 fight, I fight.” In 
another part of his speech he said: 

“When I am nominated, I'll] do my 
best to get the old ‘Tar Heel’ state.” 

Pleased by Reception. 

Colonel Roosevelt announced his de- 
cision after making his appeal in two 
southern states for support in his cam- 
paign for the presidential nomination. 
He said that his reception in Arkan- 
sas on Saturday and in North Caro- 
lina today had pleased him greatly. 
The colonel arrived at Asheville, N. C., 
in the early morning, in the midst 
of a downpour of rain, which contin- 
ued most of the time while he was on 
the wav to Greensboro. Despite the 
storm he was met by crowds at a num- 
ber of stations. He made several brief 
speeches from his train. 

The rain had ceased when he reach- 
ed Greensboro, and he delivered his 
speech from the wide veranda of an 
old southern mansion which stands 
near the center of the city. Senator 
Dixon, his campaign manager, intro- 
duced him to the crowd which had 
gathered on the green before him. The 
senator said that the North Carolina 
republicans had taken sides with 
Roosevelt early in the campaign, and 
that they “did not have to get their 
hands full of splinters in climbing 
over the tailboard of the bandwagon.”’ 

Says Campaign Is Clean. 

Colonel Roosevelt responded 
speech by 
tor as manager, he Knew that “not one 
thing would be done In the campaign 
that I would fear to have exposed in 
the open light.” 

After declaring his Intention of com- 
ing into the south with his campaign 
if he were nominated, Colonel Roose- 
velt said that he was relying for his 
support upon the plain people. 

“That's the only chance I have,” he 
continued. “I have nobody with me 
but the people. Wherever the people 
are allowed to express their preference 
by voting, we will win—nine times out 
of ten. In Pennsylvania and Illinois 
the people had such an opportunity, 
and they haven't got through counting 
the majorities yet.” 

Talks to 700 Girls. 

After making his speech, Colonel 
Roosevelt was taken to the State Nor- 
mal college, an institution for young 
women. His audience consisted of 700 
girls and one man. The colonel said 
that he did not want to make a con- 
ventional speech about the duties of 
the young women, because they prob- 
ably knew more about that than he 
did. “I don’t feel so much at home in 
talking to girls as I would be if you 
were boys,” he said. “You know I was 
once a son myself.” 

He explained his conception of the 
proper education for young women, 
saying he believed that with the pure- 
ly cultural courses there should be 
combined more of the work which 
would result in an Increase in effi- 
clency.

UNREASONABLE TRUST 


Washington, April 22.—By the appli- 

cation for the first time of the “rule of 
reason,” defined last May in the Stand- 
ard Oil and Tobacco decisions, the su- 
preme court of the United States today 
decided that the Terminal Raltlroad As- | 
sociation, of St. Louis, wag restraining 
and monopolizing traffic across the 
Mississippi river in violation of the 
first and second sections of the Sher- 
man anti-trust law. The association 
was organized by J. Gould and others 
in 1889. 
- Instead of dissolving the combina- 
tlon outright the court provided for 
an alternative reorganization of the 
company under specific conditions. This 
decree was likewise based on the lan- 
guage in the Standard Oil and Tobacco 
cases, and that in determining the 
remedy it should be remembered that 
the statute struck at “undue” restraint 
of trade.

Washington, April 22.—The state de- 
partment endeavored today to put a 
stop to what it regards as inflamma- 
tory and sensational talk of the gov- 
ernment’s purpose to intervene in 
Mexico, by declaring that the reports 
of the American consular officers in 
that country reiterate that whereas 
there is not one reason for military in- 
tervention, there are countless strong 
reasons why there should be no inter- 
vention. 

Secretary Knox today declared that

Americans, who were in a country 
where great disorder prevatied, with 
no communication with the outside 
world.

Jiminez, Mexico, April 22.—Shoquld 
General Huerta delay the advance of 
his army another week it is probable 
he will lose the credit of taking the 
initiative in the contest for the control 
of Chihuahua state. 

General Salazar reinforced the rebel 
army below Rellano Sunday with 400 
men under General Luis Fernandez 
and preparations are being made to 
continue the mobilization of the lib- 
eral forces in positions facing Huer- 
ta's army. What has appeared to be 
only a plan of defense is declared by 
officers at headquarters to be prepara- 
tions for the long-talked-of march to 
the south, Delay has been due to 
lack Of organization and ammunition. 
The first weakness has been remedied 
tc a great extent and the supply of 
cartridges is steadily growing. 

General Salazar has between 3,500 
and 4,000 men south of Rellano and 
more will be sent tonight. Salazar 
left this morning for a day’s explora- 
tion trip to the south of Jiminez. Un- 
less forced into a fight, which they 
consider improbable, the rebels will be 
ready soon to advance 

The advance guards of the two ar- 
mies are close together. Yesterday 
scouting parties sighted each other 
just half way between the lines, Each 
retired. 

The main body of rebels igs at Esca- 
lon, but attentic'a is being paid to the 
flanks extending along the’ branch 
railroad to Sierra Mojada southwest 
and over the mountain trails to Cerra 
Gordo, southwest of Escalon. Back of 
Escalon as far ak Rellano, the rebels 
have taken what they regard as the 
best positions, the hills about Rellano 
being well fortified. It was at this 
place the federals were routed a month 
azo. Reports from scouts covering the 
field as far south as Torreon are that 
Huerta is mobilfzing a force heavier 
than handled by the late General Salas, 
and that it is better equipped.
